For- 
tunately, when proper precautions as 
to diet, weight 
and 
exercise are 


taken, the disease may be prevented. 


Diabetes is more likely to occur In 


an overweight person. 
It is more 


common among females than males 
and is especially prevalent among the. 
Jews. Many authorities believe that 
it may be due, too, lo continuous In- 
discretions in diet. 
For this reason 


the dangers of overeating and over- 
weight must be gun rrlert against by 
everybody. 


' Diabetic Children 


A"'cfilld* afflicted with diabetes re- 


quires 
expert 
medical 
attention. 


Careful study and observation of the 
child, together with repeated 'abora- 
tory tests, are essential to a deter- 
mination of the proper diet and the 
necessary amount of Insulin that 
should-' be given. 


Bear In mind that Insulin Is ' not 


a cure for diabetes. 
But its use par- 


mils the afflicted child to eat the 
foods necessary for proper growth 
and development. 


Not all patients require the same 


number of units of insulin. 
AM I 


have said, this can only be doter- 
mindd by certain tests, particularly 
of the blood and urine. The "loaages 
must-be accurately determined. Too 
little insulin or an excessive amount, 
is detrimental to the welfare of the 
diabetic. 


The diet must be followed reli- 


giously. Failure to observe the rules 
and 
regulations laid down by 
I he 


physician is dangerous. The child 
should be taught the danger of care- 
lessness in eating. 
Whenever pos- 


sible it is best to explain the disease 
to the young sufferer and In this way 
to encourage his co-operation. As a 
rule, diabetic children are extremely 
bright and quickly grasp the prob- 
lems presented to them. 


Do not treat the diabetic child as 


an Invalid, but explain to him the 
many pitfalls associated with neglect 
of his diet. Then with the appropri- 
ate dosage of insulin, successful re- 
sults can be expected.
